Gazette in which this notification is published, are made available to the public.

DRAFT RULES 

1 . (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (vnth Amendment) Rule, 2005 . 

(2)They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2.ln the Drug and Cosmetics Rule 1945,- 

in rule 160B in sub-rule (2), in clause (ii), for sub-clause (b), the following shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

“(b) The applicant shall employ at least one expert from each of the following categories for 
testing and analysis of Ayurveda, Siddha and Unani drugs namely; 

(i) expert in Ayurveda or Siddha or Unani medicine who possesses a degree qualification 

recognized under Schedule I! of Indian Medicine Centra! Council Act 1970; 

(ii) chemist who shall possess at least Bachelor Degree in Science or Pharmacy or Pharmacy 
(Ayurveda) awarded by a recognized University; and 

(iii) botanist (Pharmacognosist), who shall possess at least Bachelor Degree in Science 
(medical) or Pharmacy or Pharmacy (Ayurveda) awarded by a recognized University."
